The law provides that all schol­ 
astics may be enumerated who 
are between the ages of 6-17, 
inclusive, who reside in the school 
district on April 1st. The ages 
are considered as of September 
1. 1941. The law further provides 
that the report of the local census 
trustees should not be completed 
until after the first day of April, 
with the names of the children 
who might have moved from the 
district prior to that date having 
been removed and the names of 
those children who m ight have 
moved into the district prior to 
th at date having been added.

they live in modest homes or in 
the most stately mansions. 
I want to emphasize the fact 
that the Constitution very wisely 
divides the authority of govern­ 
ment and delegates its powers to 
throe departments—the executive, 
the legislative, and the judicial. 
I believe that no emergency War­ 
rants an attempt to destroy or to 
modify that essential plan of gov­ 
ernment, which provides for the 
separation of the responsibility of 
government Into these three maj­ 
or branches. 
As Governor of this State. I 
have sought carefully at all times 
to avoid infringing, in any sense, 
upon the rights of the legislative 
branch of the government or upon 
the rights of the courts of this 
State, and it is my opinion that 
the future welfare of the common­ 
wealth will be best served if the 
Governor respects the rights of 
the Liegislature to act within its 
sphere and the Legislature res­ 
pects the rights of the Chief Exe­ 
cutive to act within his field of 
authority, and they both accept, 
with full respect, the decisions of 
the Judiciary. That is the system 
which is specifically provided in 
the Constitution of this State. 
During recent years, there has 
grown up in Texas a tendency to 
delegate to bureaus and depart­ 
ments authority which formerly 
was exercised by either the exe­ 
cutive, the legislative, or the judi­ 
cial branch of the government, 
and X think the tendency is bad. 
Such organization of bureaus and 
departments, as a rule, violates 
the principles of democratic gov­ 
ernment. A bureau or department 
is created by law; it Is then auth­ 
orized to legislate by the issuance 
of its own regulations; then fre- 


say that most of that executive 
power has—in recent years—been 
stripped from the Govemor’6 of­ 
fice. until today your Chief Exe­ 
cutive has about as much power 
and authority in guiding this Ship 
of State as an honest and exper­ 
ienced captain who attempts to 
cross the ocean in a vessel whicn, 
has neither rudder, nor engine, 
nor sail. 
It is. naturally, embarrassing 
for a Governor to stand before 
his people and make this state­ 
ment. but I must deal in facts. 
I have told the people of Texas 
about this situation before. I pro­ 
claimed it far and wide during 
the campaign, explaining that the 
election of Governor was of se­ 
condary importance to that of 
members of the Senate and of 
the House of Representatives. It 
is gratifying to me to know that 
the people listened to that state­ 
ment and that they gave parti­ 
cular attention to the selection of 
members of the legislative body. 
The Legislature. I am glad to say, 
is still all-powerful, and it has 
full authority to transform this 
faulty system into a true demo­ 
cratic form of government, a form 
which our forefathers envisioned 
and established.
